Three to Five Thousand "Sooners" In 


Hiding on the Land—Some of the 


Hardships 
of 
Settlers 
Who 


Went Overland from Texas. 


OtmnuK, Oklu., April 18.—Fifty thou- 


sand people are to-niglit in one grand 
bivouac, extending along the entire line 
of the Cheyenne and Anipahoe reserva- 
tions, all nnxiou.s for the arrival ol to- 
morrow, with its Bccnub of excitement 
and its wild race for homes. Six trains 
have arrived on the Rock Inland to-day, 
and two on the Choc taw, all loaded 
down with home-seekers and Biglit-spo- 
ers. Among the latter was James E. 
Dlxon, a member of the English house 
of lords, who eamu all the way from 
Birmingham, Knglutul, to see this scene. 
All day pniirii* schooners and horsemen 
continued to arrive, and a few atrag- 
glcrn are still arriving to-night; but 
the crowd is about till on the line now. , 
The scene around thu camp tires is a 
strange une. 


Men, women and children of all ages 


and nationalities are sitting about talk- 
ing anil hinging or making preparations 
for to-morrow. On the outskirts of the 
camp stand Indians decked in blanket 
and feathers looking on with curiosity, 
with here and there a squaw with her 
papoose on her back. 


Here the people arc in thousands, and 


but a few feet away is that myaterious 
line over which none dare cross. Hero 
and there a few blue-coated soldiers 
may be seen on guard but their task is 
nn easy one, for the people are law- 
abiding and orderly. 


About 10,01)0 people are on the line in 


the vicinity of Kl Keno, two-thirds as 
many nt Kingfisher, 2,000 at Hennessey 
and as many at Dover. About 5,000 are 
near Cantonment in the Cherokee strip, 
and about 8,000 in the Wichita reserva- 
tion directly west from Minuo. These 
with the 13,000 negroes at Cimarron 
City, make up the large crowds on the 
border though there are thousands of 
people .scattered hi small parties all 
along the entire lino of the reservation. 


Soldier are scattered at intervals all 


along the line and a company of sol- 
diers ami u posse of United States 
marshals surround every county seat. 
The marshals urt* scattered all over the 
reservation and they have orders to con- 
fiscate all arms ami liquors found on 
nny person. There are possibly from 
Ji.OOO to I),000 "sooners" hiiUng in the 
timber nnd ravines on the land, "but 
most of them have been spotted and 
will gain nothing by their illegal acts. 


The settlers who eame overland from 


Texas to the south line of the reserva- 
tion have. Hutl'ered for food. The trip 
was tt long one and thu provisions of 
many gave out, and us no person dare 
wll anything in the unopened reserva- 
tion^, except govcrnmi'iit traders, the 
people are at the mercy of those scoun- 
drels who robbed them right and left. 
They were compcled to pay |40 a hun- 
dred for (lour, tlve dollars a pound for 
cotTee, two dollars for salt pork nnd 
everything else in proportion and uiany 
n homo-seuke.r wast cornpoled to spend 
his little all to keep his family alive.

Dottn, of Ohio, ia credited with an in- 
tuntlon to munch a reform and re- 
trcnuhraent bill aimed at the members 
of congress themselves. The bill will 
provide that members shall upon their 
arrival at tlie capital present to the 
committee nn mileage n certified copy 
of their expenses In reaching the capl- 
tul, ami that this amount and no more 
shall bo allowed them as their mileage. 


"This congress, says Mr, Doan, "1ms 


by a bill it has paused reduced or sought 
to reduce the price of sheep and has cut 
the price of wool down twelve cents a 
pound. Itlmsalso by n bill bought to 
reduce the cost of material for the cot- 
ton growers of tho south, and now I 
want It to still further lesson the bur- 
dens of the people by going a step fur- 
ther and removing from them the ex- 
cessive charges they collect in the shapo 
of mileage. In its anxiety for economy 
congress only allows army officers four 
cents a milt) for transportation, and I 
want It to be equally as economical in 
their own rase. K four cents is enough 
for an army ottlcur it ought to be for a 
member of congress who is also a public 
servant. It is time for us to return 
that forty cents we do not use and thus 
relieve iv 'depleted treasury.' "

That Lord Salisbury Said &» Would 


Not Agre'a to Signed by Minis- 


ter Paunoefote. 


WAHIIIHOTOX, April 10.—An agree- 


ment between the United States untl 
Oreut llritiim for a modus Vivendi in re- 
lation to the fur soul fisheries in Behr- 
ing sea, for thu present, was signed 
yesterday 
morniny 
by Sir 
Julian 


Pauncefote, the British minister, repre- 
senting tlie government of her Britan- 
nic majesty, and by James O. Blainc, 
secretary of state, representing1 the 
government of tlie United States. This 
important agreement was signed at 11 
o'clock at tlie residence of Secretary 
lilniiu', who, owing to the Inclement 
weather, did not go to thu department. 
lie at once took it over to the executive 
mansion anil laid it before the presi- 
dent, who in the afternoon transmitted 
it to the senate for its action. 


Tin.' modus is in the form of a supple- 


mcnntal convention to the treaty of ar- 
bitration recently negotiated and rati- 
fied. Tho modus vivendi states that 
both governments will prohibit during 
the sealing* season the killing of seal in 
that part ot tho Behring sea lying east- 
ward of the line of demarcation, de- 
scribed in article 1 of the treaty of 1807, 
between the United States and Russia, 
nnd each government will enjoin its 
citi/.ens and vessels to an observance of 
this agreement. 


The lrnited States, it is understood, 


is allowed to kill for the subsistence of 
the natives on thu islands of St. Paul 
and .St. Ucorge 7,500 seals, the same re- 
htriction as was made last year, and the 
United States binds itself to observe- 
this prohibition. 


The vessels of either 
the 
United 


States or iireat Britain, or citizens of 
either country, offending against this 
agreement may be seized by either 
of the high contracting parties, bnt as 
soon as practicable should be handed 
over to tlie authorities of the nation to 
which they belong, who shall have 
jurisdiction to try the offenders and 
impose the penalties for thu same. 


In general it may be said that the 


document is a renewal of the agree- 
ment of 1891, with the addition of a 
clause providing for the settlement of 
damages sustained by the Canadian 
bealers through the interruption of 
their business in ease the arbitration 
goes against the United States. 


Under this clause, owners of Canadian 


sealing vessels have already begun to 
iilc their claims with a commission ap- 
pointed to receive and present them. 
Butden. Foster, the agent of the United 
States, who is preparing the case fertile 
government, and Hon. E. J. Phelps, 
counsel, are leaving ho point uncovered, 
and will be fully prepared to meet the 
claims on this score in the event that 
they shall ever be pressed for payment.

WASHINOTON, April 18.—Ths vice-president 


stated tbat ho had received a communica- 
tion from Mr. Junes R Young, late chief ex- 
ecutive clerk, with a request that It be laid be- 
fore the senate, and he accordingly presented 
it, aud it will Ho on the table. 


Mr. Vanco, from the committee on public 


buildings, reported adversely the proposal to 
construct a shelter over the eastern end o( tha 
capltol for the next presidential Inauguration. 


Mr. Vest presented resolutions ot the St. 
Louis merchants'exchange protesting against 
the United States and Brazilian Steamship Co. 
refusing to land at Newport News coffee 
shipped from Brazil, the discrimination be- 
ing a blow aimed at the commerce ol the west 
and south, and he also offered a bill to remedy 
the evil. 


Mr. Cockrell supplemented these statements 


by presenting resolutions of the Wholesale Gro- 
cers1 association of St. Louis to tbe same effect. 
The bill and all the resolutions bearing on the 
subject wore referred to the committee on com- 
inerco. 


The senate, ou motion of Mr. Peffer, passed a

Mr. Daniel answered that he was so much of

Mr. Daniel replied that tbe judiciary was 


elected by tbo legislature. Until recently all 
the fudges of the supreme court were republi- 
cans, bnt every time the democrats had got a 
chance they bad put out a republican aud put 
in a dmocrat.

EASTER MANEUVERS. 


John Bull's Volunteer Show Set 


Down as a Failure. 


SHOCKED OUT BT THE WEATHER CLERK 


Still Learning How to Repel an Im- 


probable Invasion—An Enormous 


Waste of Powder—Got 
Mud 


and Fought in Earnest. 


LONDON, April 19.—Foreign experts 


who were detailed by tliei," respective 
governments to watch the Easter opera- 
tions of the volunteer forces are dis- 
gusted at the way the affair has turned 
out. Of course the British war author- 
ities cannot justly he blamed for the do- 
lays and demoralization due to the un- 
seasonable weather, though it is claimed 
by some severe critics that this emer- 
gency presented just such a chance as 
is sure to happen in actual warfare, 
and the German experts do nut hesitate 
to boast that the young war lord who is 
at the head of affairs in their country 
would have liked nothing better than 
to have engaged in a struggle of science 
against nature on such an occasion. 


But conversation with several ox- 


perts I'eveals a prevalent opinion that 
the British war office tacticians seem 
incapable of devising any maneuvers 
for volunteers except such as are based 
upon the idea of an enemy's attempted 
landing 
at 
Dover or 
Portsmouth; 


whereas such an attempt would hardly 
he made by an actual enemy, it is much 
more likely that invasion would be 
somewhere on the Essex coast. 


Another subject of criticism is the 


enormous waste of powder. The most 
obstinate firing was kept up at impos- 
sible ranges or long after the supposi- 
titious enemy had been outflanked or 
decimated. 
The enemy which was sup- 


posed to have effected a landing near 
Dover, and to have reconnoitered in 
force, succeed (as per previous arrange- 
ment) in defeating 
the defenders of 


St. Margaret's and capturing that posi- 
tion. The bulk of the volunteer regi- 
ments, both invaders and defenders, 
were stiffened by regular troops. 


The mounted infantry and cyclists, 


which branches were much more num- 
erous than ever before, proved very use- 
ful, but the manner in which the squad- 
roi 
of the 
inns-of-court regiment, 


chiefly composed of London lawyers' 
clerks, charged right in the face of a 
powerful battery, wasenough to makea 
Von Moltke turn in his grave. A body 
of kilted Scotch, with a good many 
Londoners among them, led the final 
charge upon St. Margaret's. The main 
body of the defenders properly re- 
treated, but the Finisburg rifles became 
excited, took the tiling as real, and re- 
fused to retire. They lost their tem- 
pers and some of them engaged in fisti- 
cuffs with the invaders. 


The umpires of the day were seven- 


teen officers, distinguished by a white 
badge on the right arm. They will 
make their report to thecommander-in- 
chiet as to the relative merits of the 
contending regiments. The concurrent 
operations of the supplementary forces 
advancing from Maidstone and Chatham 
were conducted under great difficulties, 
ft series of snow storms, showers and 
hail storms causing much suffering 
among the men.

Works of the American Fondte 


Powder Co. Blown Up 


UD SEVEN PERSOIS BLOWN TO ATOMS 


Seven Buildings Destroyed, and the 


Great Warehouses, Containing Tons 


of the Highest Explosives, Nar- 
rowly Escape-Started a Panic. 


NEWARK, N. J., April to.— The works 


of the American Forcite Powder Co., a 
short distance from the landing station 
at Lalee Hopatccng, on the Morris & 
Essex railway, blew up shortly after 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and seven 
persons were blown to atoms. The 
killed are: 


J. D. Smith, superintendent of the 
works. 


Jacob Carlson. 
Wm. Pierce. 
.Tames Vagh. 
A. Johnson. 
Godfrey Water, and an unknown 
Swede. 


Besides these two men were injured. 


One of them, Benjamin Cassigore, will 
probably die. 


The works consisted of a number of 


small buildings scattered at a distance 
of about 300 feet from each other. 
The 


nitro-glycerine mill was the first build- 
ing to go up, and the shock of this ex- 
plosion caused six other buildings to be 
rent asunder by the dangerous contents 
exploding. The report was terrific and 
was heard in the surrounding eountry 
for many miles. Buildings in the vi- 
cinity rocked as if on a stormy sea, and 
in some instances appeared as if about 
to topple over. The startled residents 
rushed from their houses and saw a 
cloud of dust and smoke flying through 
the air, near the lower part of the com- 
pany's works. They knew instinctively 
what had happened, gnd ran for the 
mountain side, fearful lest some of the 
large houses of the company, in which 
there were tons of the highest ana dead- 
liest explosives might go up at any mo- 
ment. 


When several minutes had passed 


without their fears being- realized, the 
people cautiously advanced to the scene 
of the explosion. There the wreckage 
was found to be on tire and burning 
fiercely. The most timid of those pres- 
ent, seeing in this a new danger—there 
being a possibility cthat the flames 
might spread to the storage houses— 
again fled. The others, however, ran 
out the company's fire apparatus and 
water from the lake was .used to fight 
the fire. 


In a short time the flames were ufder 


control and the wreckage scattered 
about and overhauled for the purpose 
of finding the men who had been at 
work in the buildings. WilAin a few 
minutes two men were found, both 
badly injured. The roll of the com- 
pany's employes was then called and it 
was found that seven men were miss- 
ing. These men were undoubtedly 
dead and search was begun for their 
bodies. 


The searchers were mostly old em- 


ployes of the company and knew that 
in a case like the present one it was 
useless to search among the ruins that 
still remained where the buildings had 
stood. They found pieces of flesh and 
bones i-vattered over several acres of 
ground. 


After several hours' work the search- 


ers succeeded in gathering ahintt 150 
pounds of mangled flesh and bone, all 
the remains of the dead nf-jn. 


The cause of the explosion is not 


known, and a representative of tho 
company on the ueene said it would be 
Impossible to ascertain it.

W. H. Moore, of 


Chicago—Description of 


the Edifloe. 


Sunday the first service woe held ia tbe 


new St. John's Episcopal church at the 
noitheast oorner ol Eldorado and Ohuroh 
streets, and 
to-day 
marked another 


important epoch in tbe history of tbe 
Hooiety whiob includes among its mem- 
bers many representative families and 
wealthy citizens ol the 
community. 


Thie is tli* day of the fnrmal dedication 
of tbe editioe which has been constructed 
with tbe greatest regard for artistic and 
ecclesiastical form. 
The beauty and 


Snishoftn'e church command the ad- 
miration of all behold BIS. 
It ia a model 


Episcopal church. 
, 
THB DEDICATION. 


The church was crowded at 10:30 a. m. 


to-day when the dedication exercifee 
were held. The Right Reverend Bishop 
Seymour announced in tbe beginning of 
the services that the cervices this morn- 
ing were preparatory to the dedicatory 
services to-night, when thia house would 
bededioaUd to Him whose blessing we 
invoke upon it. To this service von 
have come and we nek that vou join and 
aid us in tbe preparatory services. In 
the ritualistic services preceding tbe ser- 
mon Rev. D. N. Cunningham of Spring- 
field, Rev. Mr. Smith, of Lincoln, and 
Rev. Mr. Ortim, of Paris, participated. 


Itsv. W. H, Moore delivered the ser- 


mon from Joshua 4th chapter und 21et 
vrrse: "What menu these stones?" Mr. 
Mo /re was a former rector of 8t. John's 
chuic'b. He bed seen it when it wi;a 
weak and struggling, and be saw it now 
strong ucd confident. This fact especially 
lilted Mr. Moore for tlio duty I IB pei- 
formed.

Description or the lleautlfiil Eiltflcc-Tho 


Memorial Windows. 


These who have seen ths bjantitul 


church know in a general way what it is. 
Ihoee who have not visited it, as well as 
those who have done eo, wilt be interested 
in perusing the following full description 
of ths edifice which wae dictated by 
Rector Goodwin: 


The general character of the building 


is olosely ailiej to the early English pe- 
riod of Grjtlno architecture o[ about the 
thirteenth century, und m its conception 
and m tbe material used t,Le general feel- 
ing of that date has been noticeably re- 
produced, Tbe situation of ths lot and 
tbe requirements of the parish made it 
possible to follow the traditional lircs in 
thu plan, and tbe result is tbe eastern 
obanoel, the ambulatory, the south poroh, 
the baptistery at the church eati-aoca and 
the high uleur ttory with its arohed Blip, 
ports. 


The church naaRsrir»3 over all 120 feet 


in length and 59 feet m width, not includ- 
ing the tower, in which is the main en- 
trance. In front two small porches lUnk 
the brtptibtery, whuih forun n circular 
projection directly under tho «reat west 
window. 


The exterior is of variegated o'd 
ved 


eandstoue, sonin nt whiob came from 
Wisconsin and R^ruo from luwa, 


The roof is of Virginia blutk slate. The 


haudnornely aichmt windows a-e filled 
with beautiful elinneil Rluss. The chim- 
ney stack ia covered with etonn similar 
to tbe lest of tlie ohurt'li. Ou the south 
nefetlfs H etou« pon'b, with henvy elone 
baluifnde. 
A'l the piiroli entrances 


have preeatd brink Iloina. 


The tower in 03 fo it. high in ttano, with 


a parapet of coppm 8 feet 
liitfh nud a 


slain roof, making Uu> ti'tnl height about 
100 feet. Hurmyu'itol hy a copper cross 
8 feet higb. 


The nave is -J-) f,-t-r, hii<b, witU richly 


punuled black iteh ceilintr, aupportrd by 
ornamental trusses, of old red oak. 


Tbo nave proper 13 iCxdl) feet, nnd ia 


seated with pews lumrlHunwIy curved in 
a symbolical design by the imihiiect. 
There is nns broad center aisle nnd two 
side aisles. There am three entrances in 
tront, the main entrance being from the 
tower, and two porch entrances OD tbe 
north and eouth sides of ibt> baptistery. 
The Hoorof the ohurcb n of hard wood, 
oiled and polished. Two rows of columns 
support the handsomely arched trues 
roof. 


Significant of entrance to tbe church, 


tbe baptistery is near the main entrance 
to the bnildirg- The font is in yellow 
marble, upon a base of a fine old English 


was not built to gratify social pride, nor 
that aesthetic tastes night be satisfied. 
When the children of tbe people came 
up to Oilgal and inquired what the stones 
meant tbey were reminded that Qod bad 
been with the fathers, and when we in- 
quire concerning this church what mean 
these stones the answer will be that it is 
dedicated to Christian unity. We believe 
in Christian natty, m the conversion of 
the world to the truth as it is in Jesus. 


Speaking of the officer of tbe church 


the'apeaker sold that unless there is 
anot&er dispensation then indeed mnet 
the church of tbe present be the church 
of the past. While we do not claim it 
after the precise pattern given iu the 
New Testament we do claim that it did 
not bave its origin in the time of Henry 
the VIII., if eo it ought to perish, but 
that its origin was in tbe birth, the death 
and the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
Our linfnl divisions have palsied the arm 
that was stretched out to help us. 
"What do we mean by wo'ship? It is cot 
merely prayer and acoeption of Biicriuce. 
It is not receiving from, but giving to 
God, We oiler ourselves a sacrifice to 
him. Worship calls away from self. We 
bless Qod for tbe many blossed things 
we have received from him. He gives 
these because he loves us. This altar ia 
in the place of honor beoauaa we plead 
before it the sacrifice made by Ohriat. 
The Eucharist ought to be chief in every 
service, but it is not. We have been die, 
obedient

it,

belief we forget that "If Christ be lifted 
up be will.draw all men unto him." When 
we look upon these atones we shall re 
member Lock wood and Fuller and others 
whose prayers and labor have contributed 
to this result. Presently we shall otter 
that sacrifice by which they 
loved

covenant. 


Referring &gain to the building, he said: 
"Theee stones are piled here to witntas 
to the message delivered to the saintp. 
Tbey may crumble back to their original 
element*, but the faith that calls us to 
witness) will never perish." '"The church' 
ia tbe custodian of the faith. It will not, 
it cannot change its faith to suit the 
whims and fads of the present day. Con 
taot wivh the world often brought the 
Hebrews into trouble, but the stones 
piled up at Gi'gal were an ever reminder 
of the faith that God bad honored. 
We are nut here to glory over the 
achievements of men in bringing about 
tbe erection of this church, but it ia not 
out of place to say that he who has min 
istered to St. John's church is largely 
due this 
grand 
consummation. We 


will remember tbe remark made by him 
when lie was about to take charge of 
this church. "It the people will respond to 
earnest work they shall have earnett 
work " This) bnildirg is the response on 
the part of the church.

example. Tho bowl ia surrounded by a 
series ot interlacing Gothic arohep, to 
harmonize with the Gothin architecture 
of tbe church. 


The font ewer, which holds the baptis- 


mal water and the rail are gifts of St. 
John's Sunday school; they are Easter 
offerings of 1881. 
Marble steps lead 


from tbe church to the baptistery door. 
The iloor plan shows a treatment of sim- 
ple mosaic in the main body of tho floor, 
and forming a Greek cross design under- 
neath the font itself. 


The chancel is large and commodious, 


the sanctuary being npsidal in shape. It 
is lighted by 21 windows, amber and gold 
in tone, the cross being traced iu jewels 
in each window. The treatment of tho 
chancel conform!) with the treatment o! 
tie stained glasc. The color scheme, the 
orched columns, and the face or the 
chancel itself has been so arranged in 
color as to form a frame work for the 
chance1,. Bands of ornaments are eo 
placed on the side walls as to lead tho 
eye step by step to the angle ended sanc- 
tuary. Here the en,ire central pane! is 
taken up by an 
elaborately carved 


rerados, retabla nnd altar, the latter 
resting on a raised pace of three steps. 
The treatment of the wood work is in 
unique oak, rich in color, and elabo- 
rately carved, Tbe altar rail is composer! 
c( six brass standards, tbe brackets of 
which are epraye of hllies, supporting 
tbe polished oak rail. 


The choir room on the north side of 


the church line a special poroh for the 
boys' entrance. It is lighted by eight 
stained glass windows. Lookers for the 
vestments of the choir bojs are provided, 
and each boy has a kay to bis own le- 
longings. 


Tbe ambulatory leads from the choir 


room back of the chancel to the south 
aide of the church. Through the ambu- 
latory the choir boys move ia procession 
into the south aisle ot the chancel. Fold- 
ing doors lead from the choir room 
directly into the old church, which is 
now the chapel. The entire Sunday 
school oan move in a procession, upon 
the greater festivals, from the chapel into 
tb« church. That will odd much to the 
eflVtivrfceee of these celebrations. 


The rector's study is in the southeast 


corner ot the building. It is lighted by 
south windows of stained glass. Both 
gan and electric light have been put in 
the study. A grate affords cheerful heat, 
while the tiled hearth and mantel adds 
to tbe beauty of the finishing. 


There are no finer windows in any 


country than the memorial windows 
They are furnished by Lamb & Co, of 
New York, a house founded more than 
100 years ago, which famishes glass ex- 
clusively for churches. 


Blue and gold, the colors of the incar- 


nation, are tbe prevailing colors of the 
windows, which also illustrate in perfect 
continuity the incarnation of Christ 
Beginning with the first window in the 
north transept, where the thought illus- 
trated is the announcement of the birth 
of Christ, the story goes on both sides of 
tbe ohuroh to the last window in the 
south transept, which pictures in almost 
living colors the ascension of Chriet. 
The windows picture tbe life of Christ in 
this order: ''The Announcement of the 
Angels to the Shepherds ot the Birth ot 
Christ," "The Nativity," "Christ in the 
Temple," "The First Miracle," "Christ 
and the Woman at the Well," "Christ 
BlefBlng 
the 
Little Children," '-The 


Transfiguration," "The 
Angel of the 


Rvsurrwition," and "The 
Ascension." 


Two of the windows, "Christ in the 
Temple," and "Christ Blessing the Little 
Children," ore from celebrated paintings 
by Hoffmann. The paintings seem to 
have b«en reproduced exactly in tbe glass, 
so faithfally have tho color effects beea 
copied. The pictures ore so true as to be 
almost startling. There is a richness 
and flneneni about them that one wonld 
hardly expect to see accomplished in 
anything besides oil. The first of these 
two windows is ia memoriam of Rev. M. 
M. Goodwin's mother. The other one ia 
in memoriam of William M. Bord. 


The third memorial window is to the 


memory of Flora Race 
Bashford, 
a 


daughter ot Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Knee. 
The title ia "The angel of tbe Resurrec- 
tion." Like the others, tbe work on the 
window is a rare artistic triumph. 


The inscriptions on the three memorial 
windows is ae follows:

The intention is to have the series ot 


memorial windows completed as friends 
from time to time wish to plaoa in the 
ohuroh windows in memory of their 
friends. In the meantime tbe glass need 
is without any figures, but of a color that 
harmonizes well with the other windows. 


The large rose window in the west end 


of the nave is the gift of tbe ladies' so- 
ciety. It is beautiful in harmonious 
coloring. Prominent in it are the Alpha 
and Omega and 
other ecclesiastical 


symbols, Just beneath that window are 
four eqnare windows representing the 
four gospellers, Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and John. 


The clear-story windows of the nave, 20 


in nutnher, are the gift of the ladies of 
tbe Saturday Market of the oDuroh. 


The windows of tbe baptistery were 


given to the church by St. Martha's 
Caapter, The centre window ia an illu- 
minated cross, wb.il* the three to the 
right and the I'jree to the left are cherubs 
beads in different poses turned towards 
tbe illuminated cross. 


Another memorial ot the late William 


M. Boyd is a Credence table which is 
placed in tbe sanctuary at the right of 
the altar. It consists of a polished oak 
shelf, with polished brass ornamentation 
in Hovers extending up the wall about 
three feet, surmounted by a small brass 
cross. Tbe same ornamentation is also 
seen about two feet beneath. The edge 
of tbe Ciedsnce bears the inscription, 
"In Memoriam—William M. Boyd." 


The building is lighted by incandesoent 


lights including gas, clusters ot which 
spring from the columns on either aide 
of the center. Other lights are placed in 
suitable places. TUB building ia boated 
by steam. Th» whole coat of the building 
is about 82^,000. The parish of St. John's 
has been fortunate in its selection of 
builders of the new ohuroh. First among 
tbeae are tba rector, Rev. M. M. Goodwin, 
whose cultivated and scholarly taste has 
been need with most satisfactory effect. 
H. F. Stnrbuck, the architect,brought to 
tho work not only a wide experience, but 
a wealth of technical infoiniat'on that 
has been invaluable. 
To him is due the 


credit for the purity and exactness of the 
aichitectural forms, the beauty of the 
design. 
The contractors were R. O. 


Young & Sous. 
Their work hna ber.n
